BUSINESS—Still no downturn in 
sight in the pace of industry, boost- 
ed by ever-accelerating defense pro- 
duction; nor of general trade, which 
in turn reflects expanding demands 
of consumers whose purchasing po- 
wer is steadily growing—also at- 
tributable to the basic surge of de- 
fense program ... Nation’s depart- 
ment-store sales for week ending 
April 5 were 17 per cent above the 
same week of 1940 . . . Shipments 
of finished steel by all subsidiaries 
of U. S. Steel corporation for the 
month of March set new all-time 
record, topping mark set in May, 
1929 . Automobiles still going 
like hot cakes, with estimated 515,- 
000 units delivered in March-—al- 
most 30 per cent above best previ- 
ous March, that of 1937 .. . Pres- 
sure upon manufacturers to find 
subcontractor outlets for defense 
work is increasing—enforced sub- 
contracting may be restored to if 
farming out of work is not step- 
ped up. 

COMFORTANK!—An_ interesting 
sidelight on the re-arming program 
has been the novel military appli- 
cation of many materials developed 
for civilian and industrial use. The 
Army is testing parachutes made 
from nylon, the stocking mater- 
ial; keroseal shower curtains were 
found to possess unusual resistance 
to mustard gas. And now the air- 
cell sponge latex mattress is to 
make life easier for tank crews who 
get tossed about inside the lurch- 
ing vehicles. More than 100 pounds 
of a luxurious mattress and up- 
holstery material developed by the 
Goodrich company is to be used in 
lining the Army’s new M-3 tanks. 
Designed by Capt. Joseph M. Colby, 
tank veteran of the ordnance de- 
partment, the M-3 will have its 
hatches, gun turrets, gun recoil 
guards and every hazardous inter- 
ior part covered with a frothy rub- 
ber. It also cuts down weight of 
tanks by doing away with insulat- 


ing material, as the high-air con-. 
tent of rubber cushioning provides 


protection against extremes of heat 
and cold which have plagued tank 
crews. 

‘TAX AND SAVE’ — It hasn't 
been officially proposed, but one 
of the more extraordinary super- 
tax plans being discussed in Wash- 
ington is a combination income-tax 
and forced-savings arrangement, 
somewhat similar to the 50 per- 
center just adopted in Great Bri- 
tain. In the case of an employe 
earning $50 a week, the govern- 
ment bond or similar security, to

On Guard Against Further 
Increase In Expenses

SACRAMENTO—The past week 
was a strenuous one for your legis- 
lators, especially for the members 
of the lower house where the bud- 
get was under consideration and 
several other important measures 

were passed upon. 


The reapportionment measure 
was passed in the lower house af- 
ter a hard fight on the part of the 
San Francisco delegation against 
the measure which takes two as- 
semblymen from that city and one 
from Alameda County. The meas- 
ure finally passed the Assembly by 
a vote of 54 to 24. The writer voted | 
in favor of the reapportionment bill 
believing that the population basis 
on which it was prepared was cor- 
rect. San Francisco lost two state 
seats simply because they did not 
have the population to retain 
them. 


Assemblymen representing the 
Golden Gate City endeavored to re- 
tain one seat but were out voted. 
Instead of nine assemblymen the 
bay city will, under the new bill 
have but seven and Alameda 
County instead of having seven 
representatives will have six. Los 
Angeles againct two and Kern 
County one. The sixth district, of 
which ths county is a part remains 
intact with a population of some 
104,000. Congressman Englebright’s 
district comprising 18 counties like- 
wise remains intact. The bill now 
goes to the Senate where San 
Francisco interests will continue 
their fight to retain at least one 
of the two districts which the low- 
er house took away from them.

Nazis Advance At Great 
Loss Of Lives But Fail 
To Pierce Defense Front

Adolf Hitler’s armies and air- 
planes pounded unceasingly at @ 
third — but still unbroken — allied 
defense line in Greece today while 
Great Britain intently watched in- 
\creasing signs of new Axis moves 
in Rumania, the near East and 
through Spain toward Gibraltar. 
| Brilliant rear-guard action by 
' australian and New Zealand troops 
‘in Greece inflicted tremendous 
' casualties on the Germans, who ap- 
| peared to be trying for a quick, 
knock-out blow against Greece, 4c- 
cording to dispatches from Athens. 

The RAF reported a record bag 
of 16 Nazi airplanes in fighting the 
ee ee attacks on rear line 
communications and ships in Greek 
{ports. The Germans claimed to 
have brought down 11 British 
planes and sunk 33,000 tons of 
ships. 

While the British and Greeks 
clung to their third defense lines 
jin the mountains some 110 miles to 
Nee north of Athens, not far from 
historic Thermopylae, there were 
stronger indications of early action 
on other fronts. 


{ London heard that Germany was 
bringing new pressure on Spain to 
{enter formally into the Axis line- 
up, presumably as a prelude to an 
attack on Gibraltar or an effort 
to close the straits of Gibraltar 
even if the “rock” could not be cap- 
tured. 

There were indications that un- 
rest was increasing in Rumania. 
| Hungarian sources—obviously hos- 
tile to Bucharest—reported that the 
government of Gen. Ion Antonescu 
was in danger of losing the German 
support because of iron guard pres- 
sure to regain territory taken last 
year from Rumania by Hungary.

Thus, if a 
defense manufacturer at Podunk, 
for instance, needs men and ape 
plies to the U. S. Employment 
Service for ’em, the service will as- 
sign them to him from his own im- 
mediate neighborhood. He won't 
have to scout about the country 


for ‘em and they won't have to 


|travel perhaps long distances to 
|report to him for duty. 

This will count materially. It’s 
worse than a bother for a newly. 
hired employe to have to trans- 
port himself and his family from 
one place to another and re-settle 
in a strange neighborhood. It’s a 
near - impossibility frequently, at 
present. 


| Where to Live 


Right where he’s been living for 
quite awhile, a workingman usual- 
ly has a home—rented. quite like- 
ly, but he’s in it and can stay 
there. But he may not be able to 
find one at some defense center 
that he’s just trying to move into; 
such centers are frightfully overe 

| crowded under existing circume 
| stances. 

I know personally of a working- 
man in Washington, where he had 


a job and a passably comfortable | 


| domicile. Washington’s crowded 
| to the point of suffocation, too, but 

this chap was already installed and 
|dn no danger of being evicted to 


‘make room for some later arrival, 
Well, he heard that he could 
Make more money at Norfolk, Va. | 
| Defense work there is fairly per- 
ishing for fresh hands, the bird re, 
ferred to was technically equipped 
for certain required tasks; so he 
| visited Norfolk to apply for a 
billet. 

He found that, with overtime, he 
'could earn $14 daily, which was 


highly satisfactory. Then he be- 


| gan to: look for bed and board. 
Soon he discovered that the best 
| he could do was at the rate of $17 
| weekly. That doesn’t seem to be 
| excessive on a $14 daily wage 
| basis. However, while the board 
| was O. K., the bed was in one room 
| with seven others—and he has a 
wife and three children. He 
couldn’t find accommodations for 
| that outfit in Norfolk under about 
twice $14 daily. Naturally he re- 
| turned to his job in Washington. 
To be sure, the government’s 
| building houses as fast as it can, 
| for war workers, but it hasn’t got 
i’em yet. That’s why OPM is so 
| anxious to avoid enforced migra- 
| tions of defense-making availables. 
| There’s ng room for ’em where 
they’re needed. 

Eligibles don’t register directly 
| with the U. S. Employment Serv- 
ice. They register’with the state 
,employment exchanges, but the 
| latter are affiliated with the U. S., 
| service and turn their lists in to it. 

OPM’s clamor for registrations, 
then, at today’s juncture, is to fa- 
cilitate defensive production, and 
the howl for workers is due to gain 
volume as the program progresses. 
As yet the famine for craftsmen is 
only local, as at places like Nor- 
folk, but-it’s a safe bet that it'll 
become national] and a deal more 
acute not more than comparatively 
a few weeks hence. '

Since the be- 
ginning of this program last June 
the employment offices have refer- 
red many young people to the Vo- 
cational Educational National De- 
fense Training courses. A good 
share of them have already com- 
pleted their training and have been 
placed in jobs throughout the em- 
ployment offices. 


But what about those graduates 
who don’t know exactly what they 
want to do, who want advice on 
choosing an occupation? Just as the 
are the _ best 
sources of information about job va- 
cancies and training opportunities, 
they are also equipped to give em- 
ployment counselling. Those “lead- 


iers of tomorrow” who are puzzled 


at the prospect of entering the 
world of jobs, who aren’t sure what 
they might do for a living, can get 
authoritative advice from the em- 
ployment counsellors of the local 
state employment offices. 


The increasing emphasis on this 
phase of employment office work 1s 
reflected in California’s special ju- 
nior placement services. Many of- 
fices give tests of one kind or an- 
other which help determine the 
kind of work for which young ap- 
plicants would be qualified.
